MANILA, March 28.—General Fred Funston's

Aguinaldo was taken prisoner on March 23. The 
United States gunboat Vicksburg, (Commander E. 
B. Barr,) having General Punston and Aguinaldo 
on board, arrived here this morning.

The American Protest. 


Washington, March 27.—The crisis 


brought about through the. expiration 
of the period allowed for the signature 
by China of the Manehurian agreement 
was the principal topic before the cabi- 
net yesterday. To make clear to the 
public the complete disapproval on the 
pra-t of the United States government 
of this kind of secret treaty making it 
was deemed proper to give out for pub- 
lication the following memorandum of 
telegraphic instructions sent to the rep- 
resentatives of the United States in 
Berlin. Vienna, Paris, London, Rome, 
Tokyo and St. Petersburg: 


'"The following memoiandum, which 


was handed to the Chinese miuistcr 
on Feb. 19, is transmitted to you for 
your information and communication 
to the government to which "you are 
accredited: 


"The preservation of the territorial 


integrity of China haying been recog- 
nized by all the powers now engaged 
in joint negotiations concerning the inr 
juries recently inflicted upon their min- 
isters and nationals by certain officials 
and subjects of the Chinese empire, it 
is evidently advantageous to China to 
continue the present international un- 
derstanding upon this subject. 
It 


would be, therefore, unwise.and dan- 
geious in the extreme for China to 
make any arrangement or to consider 
any proposition of n private nature in- 
volving the surrender of territory or 
financial 
obligations by convention 


with any particular power, and the 
government of the United States, aim- 
ing solely at the preservation of China 
from the danger indicated aud the 
conservation, ol the largest and most 
beneficial relations between the empire 
and other countries in accordance with 
the principle set forth in its circular 
note of July 3. 1900, and iu a purely 
friendly spirit toward the Chinese em- 
pire and all the powers now interested 
in the negotiations, desires to express 
its sense of the impropriety, inexpedi- 
ency, and even extreme dancer to the 
interests of China of considering any 
private territorial or financial arrange- 
ments, at least without the full knowl- 
edge nnd approval of all the powers en- 
gaged in negotiation."

In the 
fruit component 1 2-5 ounces of jam 
is allowed for the field ration in place 
of 1 3-5 ounces of dried or evaporated 
fruit, which is the allowance for 'the 
garrison ration.

all workingmen to Join the union. In 
some cases it was the fault of the un- 
ion itself. In other cases it was the 
fault of the workiugmeu, who refused 
to organize for their owu protection. 


The question may be asked, Why 


should any worksngman refuse to join 
a labor union? There is only oue an-i 
swer to the question. The labor un-; 
ion either cannot or will not guarantee 
him steady employment. He is com-i 
pelled to live and will obtain work 
even if he has to displace union men. 
Self; preservation is the first law of 
nature, and the workingmau who has 
acted on that principle cannot be ut- 
terly condemned. 


For this, state of affairs the labor 


union is partially responsible, and we 
must look to it for the remedy. Why 
is it that there is uot work enough for 
allV The question is easily answered. 
The labor union has been derelict in 
the matter of obtaining a shorter work- 
day. It has permitted its members to 
work themselves nearly to death in 
trying to do the work of the whole 
body of workingmen. In doing all the 
work themselves they .have deprived 
others of employment and made it pos- 
sible for nonunion men to take their 
places when they are out on a strike. 


By not insisting on a shorter work- 


day the union man has injured him- 
self in two ways. In the first place he 
is compelled to do Ms own work, and 
in addition to that he is compelled to 
do the work of others, for wnicb lie re- 
ceives no pay '.vhatever. In the second 
place his action enforces idleness on a 
multitude of wca'kingmen who are only 
too anxious to take his place whenever 
he strikes for higher wages. 


It is perfectly plain, then, that if the 


labor union will demand aud secure a 
shorter workday it would be of inesti- 
mable benefit to its members and to 
workingmen generally.

day could be shortened one-half, it 
would be possible to employ twice as 
many hands as at present without re- 
ducing wages in the least, lu fact, in 
that case higher wages could be com- 
manded, for nearly all workingmen 
would then be in the union, and if a 
strike should be ordered there woult 
not be enough nonunion men to take 
their places. 


The labor union is the workingman's 


only salvation. If not organized, he 
degenerates into a wage slave and is 
compelled to work for a bare subsist 
ence. He must take whatever his mas 
ter gives him and be thankful that he 
is enabled to live. But organization 
places him on an entirely different foot 
ing. As a member of a labor union he 
becomes the master of the situation 
and it rests entirely with him as tc 
whether he will take advantage of his 
opportunities. 


The industrial problem has beei 


greatly complicated by the introduc 
tion of labor saving machinery. As 
far as the employees are concerned 
the term "labor saving machinery" is 
a misnomer. In not a single instance 
has its introduction resulted in short 
eniug the hours of toil. The only re 
suit so far has been to throw man; 
out of employment and to reduce th 
wages of those who were so fortuuat 
as to get work. The advantage is al 
together with the owner of the ma 
chine, who has grown rich on tb 
proflts.

The Ivisiglits Incorporated. 


By unanimous vote of the general 


executive board Siraou Burns, G. M. 
W.; John V.*. Hayes. G. S. T., ami 
Thomas J. O'Reilly, a member of the 
general executive board, were elected 
to file articles of incorporation in ac- 
cordance with chapter 507 of the act 
of congress for the incorporation of 
national trade unions aud 
working- 


men's associations. 


The articles of incorporation were 


prepared and filed by their attorneys 
on Jan. 12. and the general order of 
the Knights of Labor 
immediately 


thereafter became an incorporated in- 
stitution. The general officers were 
fully convinced, after a careful con- 
sideration of all matters pertaining to 


competition being necessary in indus- 
try is all nonsense. They declare that 
the days of competition have gone by 
aud are to be replaced by days of com- 
bination. 


These men unconsciously are the j 


strongest and ablest advocates of gov-! 
eminent ownership. If there is no j 
harm in combining all tlie railroads 
under one management, paying all the 
profits to one set of men, why not 
combine tlie roads under government 
management, using the profits to re- 
duce the taxes and increase the public 
advantages of all citizens? 


The value of the railroads consists 


entirely, apart from individual man- 
agement and competition, in the grow- 
ing population of the country, its re- j 
sources, agricultural and industrial, 
products. 


In other words, a railroad is a valu- j 


able property because there are mil- 
lions of human beings who travel on 
it and other millions whose labor em- 
ploys the railroad in hauling freight, j 
The old theory was that individual 
owners and competitors improved the 
railroads and reduced the cost. But 
Mr. Gould and tbe other great authori- 
ties assure us that there is nothing in 
this theory. TFe wish they Avould tell 
us if there is any good reason under 
such conditions why the people who 
make the railroads valuable should 
not own them. This is of course no 
suggestion iu the line of confiscation 
or any other extreme or impossible 


j idea. We merely suggest that public 


properties should be publicly owned 
and that steps to this end should be 
taken at once, either by national pur- 
chase gradually or by laws which at 
the end of a certain number of years 
shall turn the public franchises over 
as government property. 


It cannot be said that the govern- 


ment would be incapable of managing 
the railroad systems, for those systems 
are managed by intelligent men who, 
under the present trust arrangement, 
all work for salaries. These men could 
be hired by the government as well ns 
by Mr. Gould. As regards the minute 
workings of the system and the eco- 
nomical management there should be 
no question, for the management of out 
poploffice is far superior to that of any 
private concern In the world, more re- 
liable, more economical, more public 
spirited. In fact, the only big leak in 
the postofHce is due to private owner- 
ship of railroads. The men who own 
the railroads bribe the officials, directly 
or indirectly, and compel the people to 
pay for mail cars and for mail trans- 
portation an utterly dishonest, extrav- 
agant rate. If the railroads were own- 
ed by the government, nobody would 
bo interested in overworking the men, 
thus causing wrecks, or in underpaying 
the men, thus causing strikes and riots. 
The service would be better and cheap- 
er, and tho employees would be better 
paid.—Xew York Journal.

000,000.' Besides that snug sum, it is 
well known that lie has immense terri- 
torial possessions in Great Britain, 
some in this country, and no doubt be 
owns piles of millions of government 
bonds, English consols, etc. Considera- 
ble fun has been indulged in by some 
in regard to that gospel, while other 
people consider that gospel about as 
good a& thejone preached1 in Judzea, 19 
centuries ago by Jesus. A certain 
weekly that hails from New York city 
contains an editorial in the issue of 
March 9 which in forms most em- 
phatic again places that modern gos- 
pel on a level with the old" one, and 
all because the former exhorts the 
rich people to occasionally drop a mil- 
lion dollars or so for some public pur- 
pose out of every ten or more millions 
piled up and snatched from the wealth 
producers under laws of monopoly 
and injustice, and hence piratical in 
the highest degree. 


The gentleman who stands for his 


"Gospel of Wealth" recognizes that to 
bequeath large sums in favor of wives 
and children is often injurious to them, 
hence it is better to scatter the wealth 
in charitable purposes. Ah! So it is 
dangerous for some to have' great 
wealth, and-yet it is"all Tight .for some 
to pile it up in h.updreds "of millions! 
And what about-the social system-un- 
der which the piling process goes on? Is ] 
th.it all right? That "Gospel of Wealth" 
does not say anything about it. , That 
alone proves its own incompleteness, 
its own force. That alone condemns 
the "Gospel'of Wealth""as one of the 
greatest aberrations of the wise and 
the powerful—wise,after their own con- 
ceits, powerful because of the oppres- 
sions Of a wrong industrial system 
which repudiates the order of God's 
universe and all principles of buinan 
brotherhood. 


Social banditism on a scale never 


seen before, legalized by human enact- 
ments, by agreements 
in legislative 


halls, agreements among ,men who 
don't know aid don't want to know 
anything about conscience, human 
dnty, love toward all, peace on earth' 
or anything else; social banditism 
and 
charity or philanthropy with 


which to bide the gangrene of a vitiat- 
ed social organization—there we have 
the alpha'" and omega of the modern 
gospel of -wealth, a gospel which is 
bound to destroy civilization and is de- 
stroying it as fast as it can or else 
preparing a reaction with which to 
save civilization from its own excesses 
ss soon as we have enough brave men 
to stand by right and truth, by the 
gospel of Jesus. 


And what did Jesus say to" that rich 


man who wanted to know how to 
have eternal life? As that fellow was 
satisfied with his own righteousness 
and could see nothing wrong in the 
social fabric that gave bim piles of 
wealth, while the producers of all 
wealth got simply piles of poverty, 
taken all in all under such peculiar 
mental conditions Jesus could only 
find a remedy for that dreadful sick 
rich man, sick in mind and soul, the 
worst kind of sickness we can have. 
The remedy was that he should get 
rid of all his wealth right off 
and 


should stand by the brotherhood of 
men—that is, by the sound, honest 
so.cial conditions embodied in tbe gos- 
pel of Jesus. That was the spirit of 
Jesus' answer, to abandon all wealth, 
or, rather, all desires for wealth accu- 
mulation, and to work not for the con- 
tinuation of injustice 'in wealth pro- 
duction and distribution, but'for con- 
ditions which would give wealth to 
all, and hence practically wealth to 
no one, because what is wealth to- 
day but tbe "power to keep most men 
In poverty?

''town are appealing to their employers 
through their trade organizations to 
clpse the factories at 1 o'clock on Sat- 
urday afternoons instead of 2 o'clock, 
and, 
though it is denied, still there is 


good ground for believing that one of 
the chief reasons for tbe demand is 
that the best places in the grounds for 
the famous football matches are all 
occupied in advance by the workers 
at other trades who are freed at 1 
o'clock. 
This illustrates one of tbe 


most striking and most persistent traits 
of tbe British workman, his love of 
sport and recreation. 
It has attained 


to such a point that now he claims 
recognition for its exercise as a right, 
lie will not consent to be a workman 
and nothing else. 


Also very notable as a sign of the 


growing consideration for all labor in 
this country is tbe motion made in tlio 
bouse of lords by tbe lord chief justice 
of his intention to ask tbe bouse to in- 
quire into the number of hours which 
the shop assistants work. In this mat- 
ter of pressure by overseers and bard 
driving by masters the intelligent Brit- 
ish workman acquainted with tbe con- 
ditions on both sides of the Atlantic 
undoubtedly considers tbe American on 
a lower level of liberty than himself. 
That may not sound well in the ears 
of a people who have been taught tbat 
in energy and intelligence they are 
bound to dominate the world, but nev- 
ertheless the Briton considers that en- 
ergy exerted beyond tbe limit of will- 
ingness and human capacity based in 
the duration of life is a confession of 


j slavery, and undoubtedly the trades 


unions in this country have succeeded 
in establishing, uot by express order, 
but by a common understanding among 
tbe workmen of most various pin-suits, 
a standard of output which uo new- 
comer can afford in the end to over- 
pass.

of fat. This is a bad conductor of 
heat. Hence the heat in the large in- ] 
tc'mal organs is protected from dissipa- 
tion into the surrounding air. 


In the thin man the internal organs 


lie just below the skin. Their heat is 
abstracted readily by tbe surrounding 
air, which, in winter time especially, is 
constantly from CO to 70 degrees below 
them in temperature. 


The human body is practically a ma- 


chine for the manufacture of heat. This 
is converted into chemical energy in 
tbe digestive processes within the body 
and into motion in tbe muscles. 


Ueat may be wasted into the air, 


however. Of late years the realization 
of this has led to the wry pping of 
steam pipes and engine cylinders in .1 
nonconducting substance, such as ce- 
oicnt or asbcstus. 


Long ago nature in her wonderful 


economy niaclo use of this method of 
saving hoat waste by wrapping such | 
important organs as the kidneys in 
fat and then covering ihe body with 
a layer of fat that lies just beneath 
the skin. 


Thin tuca lack this protective layer 


of nouc-onducting substance, and so, 
like the old fashioned steam pipes and 
engines, they waste heat. To supply 
this . snpcrlhious boat fuel must be 
consumed. Tbe mniu part of the fuel 
for the human machine is composed of 
carbon, just as it is for a steam en- 
gine. Tbo beat of tbe body changes 
this to carbonic acid, which is given 
off from fie lungs of man. In tbe en- 
gine tbe carbonic acid pases off through 
the stack. 


Besides this, there is another impor- 


tant reason why the thin man gives off 
more heat than the stout man. The 
thin man exposes more surface to tbe 
aiv. Ilcnt is given off just in propor- 
tion to the amount of surface exposed. 


There is a third reason for greater 


consumption of heat by the thin man. 
Ho is more largely composed of muscle 
limn the stout man. Muscles arc very 
good organs to have when they are 
needed, but they are great consumers 
of energy. 


In a word, the most economical hu- 


man machine, is the one that has no 
iu>ed of safety valves and is well pro- 
tected troin the outer air bj a boncfl- 
cent layer of fat, not too thick, 
then there is a was-re of energy carry- 
ing it around, and its presence inter- 
feres with the action of certain organs, 
but just about the amount tbat Mother 
Nature gives to most middle aged men 
aud women when she rounds them out 
Into proHJiic but practical samples of 
her mature handiwork.

The Food of Prehistoric >Ian. 


Our attention has recently been call 


ed to gome curious experiments con 
ducted sonic time ago by Mr. Charters 
White, M. U. C- S,. lately tbe president 
of the IJoynl Odontologieal society of 
Great Britain. Upon examining some 
skulls dating back from the stone ago 
be noted that several of the teeth, al- 
though quite free from caries, were 
thickly coated wilh tartar. It occurrct 
to li!m that it would be possible by 
rough analysis to Identify any particles 
of food that might be embodied in thb 
natural concrete and PO reveal the char 
acler of the aliment partaken of by pre 
historic num.

Many Farmers of This State Send 


Milk to the Boston Trade. 


Present indications tend to ebow 


milk war between the milk contractor* 
ind the New England Milk Producers 
union. At a meeting held in Boston 
Tuesday no satisfactory terms of agree- 
ment had been arranged by the director! 
of the association and the contractors, 
4nd as a result the milk producer* adopt 
dd the folio wing: "That all producers 
of milk for the Boston market are here- 
by ordered to withdraw their milk on 
and after April 1 until farther notice. 


There were some 300 producers iu at 


t jndance and they voted as a unit to ao- 
jept nothing bat straight prices at thir- 
ty-two cents and on surplus. 


A large (inanity of milk comes from 


New Hampshire and there are several 
trains which ran through the state dailj 
gathering milk which is sent to the Bos 
ton market. Several thousands of cant 
*re gathered up every day. 


The farmers demand a price of thirty- 


two cents a can and no surplus, which 
is refused by the contractors on account 
of ihe unnoertainty of the amount u1 
onlk furnished. Last year there wss u 
joarcity of milk and as a consequence 
there was a demand for it. From the 
present indications there will bu a suffi 
eient amount of milk this year. It will 
oe seen if thecontrautois pay the price 
isbed and no surplus, and there is ai> 
tbundunt supply of milk this season 
they will have a large quaaity of tb> 
tlmd on their hands which they will b' 
iniublo to dispose of. If the produoeis 
refuse to send the milk exoept on the r 
conditions they -wiUJhavs either to throw 
it away or foed it to th'nr pigj. 


They might possibly orgtniza and 


ond tLeir product to Boston but if thej 
lo it will take bis months before thej 
will be able to get a sufficient nuiabei 
jf cans to carry tLeir milk. They havt 
uo creameries with which to nuke bnt- 
tor or cheese and the large producer 
would be obliged to throw their milk 
*way, which 19 not likely.
